Vancouver, Aug. 4.—Four thousand salmon fishermen have gone on strike 
on the Fraser river and the Industry Is to-day practically at a standstill as ths 
result of a dispute over conditions. The first Inkling came on Saturday last 
when It was learned suddenly by the men employed In the business that the 
canners proposed to immediately drop the price of salmon from 2D cents to II 
cents each. There was an Immediate cessation of work. » 

White fishermen, Japanese and Indians have Joined In the strike and to 
give their side of the dispute strength they have succeeded In calling out ths 
Indian women employed In the canneries. The result of this act by the men 
is that In one cannery alone to-day 14,000 fish are lying without labor being 
obtainable to perform the canning operations. 

Greeks so far have not gone on strike, but they are the only ones of all 
who were engaged In the business that are now working, and endeavors are 
being made by the operators to get them to Join the ranks of those who are 
protesting against the lowering of the price by the canneries. Success bad not 
attended the efforts In this direction this morning for the Greeks were stlU at 
work.

He must also beware, 
garians are a‘race who can hate, and 
they show their resentment in ugly 
ways, as witness the murder of Stam- 
buloff In the streets of Sofia. There 
will be many who will not forget the 
part played by the man who ruined his 
country and who made die position of 
his king very difficult—for King Ferdi¬ 
nand has lost the popularity of a life¬ 
time In a brief montli. Bulgaria also in 
the same brief period has fallen from 
her high estate, and at the present mo¬ 
ment It Is only a question as to how 
far she will fall. Here Is the real his¬ 
tory of recent events, and while per¬ 
haps you will have had enougl. of the 
war by the time this reaches you, I wfll 
risk your displeasure and throw a little 
light on the whole affair. 

There is no doubt that Bulgaria ha<\ 
long been planning to seise the hege¬ 
mony of the Balkans as a result of the 
war with Turkey, which left her un¬ 
der the treaty with her allies with far 
more territory than she ever antici¬ 
pated at the start. Her allies thought 
there should be a redlvlalon of th* 
spoils, but she did not, and she accord¬ 
ingly prepared for an appeal to arms 
to settle the matter. No doubt as the 
allies allege she started the war secret¬ 
ly—that has been proved by documents 
which have been discovered on the bat- 
jtlefleld; what is extremely probable, 
although it has not been proved. Is that 
( the allies were making ready to do the 
same. It Is the old story of Ah Sin. the 
Chinaman, in the ballad of Bret Harte. 
In the subsequent fighting, the Bul¬ 
garians were badly beaten, and their 
supplies of ablebodied men ran short 
and their ammunition gave out. They 
were face to face with all the three 
allies fighting like demons, with Rou- 
manla. which "Intervened" to seise the 
Dobrudja district which she has long 
coveted, and to exercise an influence 
which she felt was getting a bit over¬ 
looked in the struggle, and with Tur¬ 
key which thought It would be a clever 
and paying game to fish In troubled 
waters. On the last point. Turkey has 
made a miscalculation—she will have 
to go back to the Enos-Mldia line, and 
If there had been any government at 
Constantinople worth the name it 
would have recognized the fact and 
curbed the misguided military ardor of 
the nation. However, there was not, 
and hence all the admonitions of the 
Powers feV cn deaJ ears. The cold 
shock of permitted possibility will 
strike the Turk a little ! -.ter on. He 
will not be surprised for he knows 
what is coming. 

Under these circumstances, what 
could Bulgaria do, cave appeal to her 
ancient protector Russia, and this she 
did in such grovelling fashion that 
there could be do doubt about the sin¬ 
cerity of her inclinations.

Had any other natloe but 
Greece secured the territorial windfalls 
which haye now fallen to her, there 
would have to te a good deal more 
heart-searching among the 'various 
naval Powers, but Greece on the sea Is 
net a serious factor, and to be perfectly 
candid her military achievements have 
net been so striking as those of the 
other allies. 

Finally, it Is safe to say that all 
sympathy In this country for any of 
the combatants has disappeared, and 
it' will no longer be possible to preach 
pro-Macedonianism to an unreceptlve 
public. The Balkan committee will 
probably turn Its attention to Asia 
Minor, although as matterji indicate 
the rule of the Slav in Macedonia will 
be worse than thAf of the Turk.

Two hundred and twenty-four years 
ago to-day the little village of Lachlne, 
at the upper end of Montreal Island, 
was unusually peaceful and silent. The 
unaccustomed heat had driven moot of 
the Inhabitants Indoors, and scarce a 
sound was to be heard. The weather- 
wise, cocking eyes upward, predicted 
that the heat and the calm presaged a 
storm. They were right, for at night 
a furious tempest broke over the island. 
The rain poured down In blinding 
sheets, and the gale howled, but the 
roar of the elements could not drown 
out the human screams and prayers 
and groans and cries that were uttered 
by redskin victors and paleface vic¬ 
tims. That night the Indians came 
down on Lathlne. and the horror of the 
massacre Is not to be described. There 
were fifteen hundred In the savage 
horde, all animated by the spirit of 
revenge and the lust for blood, and 
taken by surprise.

It was not until the return of Fron- 
tenac that they again plucked up cour¬ 
age to retaliate on the Iroquois. The 
massacre at Lachlne, and similar on¬ 
slaughts on the scattered settlements 
of New France, were the result of the 
treachery of Governor Denonvllle, who, 
two years before, had Invited a number 
of. chiefs tq a conference and to smoke 
the p|pe of peace, and there made his 
guests prisoners and sent them to 
France. The remaining chiefs of the 
Five Nations cried aloud for ven¬ 
geance. and the cry was echoed by the 
Iroquois throughout New France, with 
terrible results.

This proved that the Norwe¬ 
gians were overwhelmingly In favor of 
the Danish prince, and he reluctantly 
abandoned the naval career he had 
chosen for himself to ascend a throne. 
As a king Haakon receives $140,000 a 
year, which, relatively speaking, is a 
niggardly salary. 

During the last year Haakon has 
been openly flouted and derided In (he 
Storthing, and the constitution has 
been amended so as to deprive him of 
practically everything connected with 
kingship, except the name and the sal¬ 
ary. Over two-thirds of the members 
of the legislative body are anti-mon¬ 
arch lata. 

A Socialistic dally newspaper of 
Christiania recently published a car¬ 
toon of the King, who was depicted In 
contemplative and melancholy mood, 
saying to himself: "In my native Den- 
I mark every n\an Is now as good as the 
[king, but here In Norway every man la 
better.” 

A year ago the Norwegians celebrat¬ 
ed the King’s birthday by returning 
Gunnar Knudsen, "the king-hater” to 
power. What little surprise they will 
I give their beloved ruler this year re¬ 
mains to be seen.

monarch to be too democratic? 

At some of the oourta of Europe thla 
question Is being answered In the af¬ 
firmative, and King Haakon VII. of 
I Norway, is referred to as a horrible 
1 example. The Norwegian ruler, who 
has been called Haakon the Democrat 
ever since he was elected to the 
throne In 1906, will pass his forty-first 
milestone Sunday. It Is predicted by 
many European observers that he will 
be the last, as he Is the flrst. of his 
line, and that the years of his life will 
number the years of the monarchy In ( 
Norway. Dispatches from Christiania 
allege that the King and Queen Maud, 
who yvas the Princess Maud Charlotte, 
third daughter of King Edward VIL, 
share in this pessimistic view, and fear 
that their son. ten-year-old Crown j 
Prince Olav, will never be permitted 
to ascend the throne. 

The republican and socialistic pro¬ 
paganda has made great progress In 
Norway during the last year, and It 
Is predicted that the radicals will soon 
gain control of the Sthorthlng. The 
conservative press of Christiania | S in¬ 
clined to blame Haakon for his "ex¬ 
treme democracy, liberality and toler¬ 
ance.”

London, Aug. 4.—Box hill, the pleas¬ 
ant down which, owing to Its imposing 
height, dominates the country around 
Dorking, Is about to be purchased for 
the nation. 

Sif Robert Hunter made the first 
public announcement of this acquisi- 
tlon at the meetljig of the National 
Trust, and said that the trust had had 
Its eye upon Box hill, and had been 
doing its utmost to procure it for the 
nation for some years past. 

The present negotiations were not 
quiet completed but the donor whose 
name Is to be secret, was In communi¬ 
cation with the owners and there ap¬ 
peared to be no doubt that the mat¬ 
ter would be carried to a successful 
Issue before long. When the purchase 
is concluded Box h^ll will be put into 
the hands of some public body In trust 
for the nation, to be preserved In per¬ 
petuity. Had this offer not been made, 
the National Trust would ere now have 
been petitioning for funds to secure the 
nfcost Important portion of the hill as 
a public playground. 

On the whole the National Trust have 
collected over £50,000 In donations and 
annual subscriptions, and have ac¬ 
quired no less than 59 properties, which 
were In danger of being built over or 
otherwise destroyed, as pleasant open 
spaces. During the*last year the Fln- 
champstead ridges near Wellington 
College have been purchased and the 
wide common of Mlnchlnhampton, 
above the Golden valley In Gloucester¬ 
shire, has become the property of the 
people. 

The most Important undertaking In 
hand at present Is the preservation of 
Queen Adelaide’s hill at Windermere 
pending the collection of a further £600 
to complete Its purchase. Mlcken fen 
and Blakeney point have been bought 
for the express purpose of retaining 
some specimen of the peculiar wild and 
untouched character of scenery that 
these represent.

WELL-KNOYN CITIZEN 
PASSES AWAY TOM 


Thomas H. Tighe, Partner in 
Firm of Tighe & Wheeler, 
Dies at Hospital 


The death occurred this morning at 
St. Joseph’s hospital of one of Vic¬ 
toria’s best-known figures, in the per¬ 
son of Thomas H. Tighe, of 1029 Oli- 
phant street, and a partner in the firm 
of Tighe A Wheeler. The late Mr. 
Tlghe’s fame was more than local, and 
there are probably few men In the 
province or on the Pacific coast who 
in their lives have enjoyed more wide¬ 
spread popularity or a larger circle of 
friends than he. 

A native of Cape Breton, and 
brought up In the state of Massachus¬ 
etts, Mr. Tighe migrated to the west 
while a comparatively young man, and 
his attention was first called to the 
North Pacific coast 1 about 18 years ago 
when the rush of gold seekers were 
pushing their way up to Alaska. En¬ 
tering the ranks of active prospectors 
there he became known In later years 
as one of the pioneers of that country, 
and his name was known to nearly all 
the miners who penetrated to the min¬ 
ing district In the early days. He was 
no less popular 1 q Goldfield, Nevada, 
where he was In business for some ten 
years with the partner whose name 
wap associated with hia in this city 
during the past few years. The eom- 
bli\atlon was popular, and Tighe & 
Wheeler again joined forces on coming 
to this city two years ago, both the 
members of the firm winning In both 
places a local esteem which brought 
them many friends and acquaintances. 

Three weeks ago Mr. Tighe was re¬ 
moved to the hospital suffering from 
cancer, for which an operation was 
perfbrirtbd, this however, being too late 
to s^ve the patient's life. He was 57 
years of age, and Is survived by hia 
widow, also a sister and brother who 
live In one of the prairie cities. 

Mr. Tighe, who was a member of the 
local aerie of Eagles, the Elks lodge 
and the Knights of Pythias, passed 
away at an early hour this morning. 
The funeral will take place on Wed¬ 
nesday morning at 8.45 from the Sands- 
Fulton Undertaking parlors and fifteen 
minutes later from the Roman Catho¬ 
lic cathedral. The graveside services 
will be In charge of the Eagles. 

The deceased left a wide circle of 
friends In the city, all of whom extend 
the deepest sympathy to the widow In 
her bereavement.

The history of the Jewish fartilly, 
which has acquired an unexampled 
position ■ from the magnitude of its 
financial transactions; la little known, 
Wnd the arrival here of a branch of the 
famous tree from the very spot where 
first it flourished, recalls the founder of 
the house who was one Mayor Anselm, 
the son of Anselm Moses Bauer, a 
small merchant who kept shop In the 
crooked ways of the historic'city which 
saw the birth of Goethe. 

His father wished Mayer to become 
a rabbi, but Instead he set up as a 
money lender at the sign of the "Red 
Shield" (Rothschild.) He had already 
acquired some standing as a banker 
when his numismatic tastes obtained 
for him the friendship of WUUam, ninth 
landgrave, and afterwards elector of 
Hesse-Cassel, who In 1801 made him his 
agent. When the landgrave was com* 
pelted to flee the country on the entry 
of tjie French, he placed his silver and 
other bulky treasure in the hands of 
Rothschild, who took charge of them, 
and burled them In a comer of his 
garden, whence he took them at such 
times as he desired to dispose of them.

Mayer’s five sons soon 
branches of the firm at Vienna, Lon¬ 
don, Paris and Naples. By a system 
of co-operation and Joint counsels, aid¬ 
ed by the skilful employment of subor¬ 
dinate agents, they obtained unexam¬ 
pled opportunities of acquiring an ac¬ 
curate knowledge of the condition of 
the financial market, and practically 
embraced the whole of Europe In their 
financial network. 

The colossal Influence of the house of 
Rothschild dates from an operation of 
Nathan Mayer In 1810. In that year 
Wellington made some drafts which 
the British Government could not 
meet. These were purchased by Roths¬ 
child at a liberal discount and renewed 
to the government, which finally re¬ 
deemed them at par. 

Was at Waterloo. 

From this time the powers negotiat¬ 
ed loans to carry on the war against 
Napoleon chiefly through the House of 
Rothschild, who never lost faith In the 
ultimate overthrow of the Emperor, his 
all being virtually staked In the con¬ 
test. He Is said to have been person¬ 
ally present at the battle of Waterloo. 
Being able to transmit to London pri¬ 
vate Information of the allies’ success 
several hours before It reached the 
public, he effected an enormous profit 
by the purchase of stock, which had 
been depressed by the news of 
Blucher’s defeat two days previously. 

It was by his capital that the earliest 
railways were built in France. He ne¬ 
gotiated large loans for the Bourbons 
and at the revolution of 1848 was a 
heavy loser and had to be protected 
for a time by a special guard. 

The unity of the Interests of the 
several members of the firm has been 
preserved by the system of intermar¬ 
riages which has been the general 
practice of the descendants of the five 
brothers.
